Gentlemen: Nothing cau be more gratify. 
ing than the hepor of having succeeded in 
gaining the apprabation and good will of the 
people of one the most important constituen- 
cies in the country, [ bave great pleasure in 
accepting the ndmination alluded to in your 
requisition. The next Legisiative Assembly 
will probably be the most important that bas 
ever met in thig colony, and it beboves ali 
good meg to.be vigilant, and to exert them. 
sel¥es to ingute the successful working of 
Parliamentary Government. 

It may be fouad weil in practice to remem- 
ber that the mistepresentations of those de- 
signing- men, who so lovdiy asserted that 
you were not qualified to exercise political 
functions with advantage to yourselves or to 
the cocntry, have been signally refuted, and 
that twelve years of misgovernment proves 
most conclusively, that they were not compe- 
tent to hold,or exercise, the office of governors 
with advantage or safety to the community. 
Experience shows that it were vain to expect 
political improvement from men in whose 
official career is not to be found material 
progress,whea not identified with their personal 
profit or advancement. I confess that when 
speculating on the causes which led to the 
disxstrous retrogression of the past, I am 
puzzled to account for the long continuance 
of a political system, to which is traceable so 
much unmixed evil—a system containing 
within itseif such active elements of ruin, 
which when considered in the absiract, might 
bave been expected to put ad end to its exist- 
¢ace much sooner. Nor indeed is this all. It 
will be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post mortem examination of the late 
goverument to fearlessly probe the complicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way for its final 
dissolution. 

It is not probable that any modern English 
community bas suffered politica! ills so pati-' 
ently as the people of British Columvia. Tue 
amount of maladministration, and the extra- 
ordinary nature of official aggrandizement is 
perfectipastcu ding. Amore: @ lvrabe ‘ollec§ 
tion of despotic follies can haruly be imagined. 
We hate seen public servants voting ther 
own salaries, fixing their own pensions, 
defying public opiniod, »nd pursuing with 
studied malevolence, the popular represent: « 
tives. We have scen mere adveniurer:, 
employed as envoys entrusted with important 
§ ute secrets--advet turers who are universal y 
execrated, wham the people have never trusted 
and have long suspected—creatures who are 
to British Columoians what the hateful 
Ciaudiaus were to the Ancient Romans Nay. 
to crown this huwiliating drama, a perverse 


{end apparently sensetess superior authority 


receive them with fulsome flattery, and ap- 
planse and preferment is showered upon 
their bends in proportion to the mlschief 
that they have done. 

The singn'arly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these events, is pregnant with 
matcnction aid warning, and affords to every 
tefiecting mind numerous and important les- 
sons. The time appears approprinte for 
turning such lessons to account by improve- 
ments at once expedient, practical, and 
decisive; butthey realize duly half the danger 
which.these events indicate, who see in them 
only officin! usurpation on the one hand, ang 
determined opposition on the othet. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that gross _ legislation and = extrene 
agitation are inseperably connected 
—tbat each is the blood relation of the other. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 
apprehended by placing great powers in the 
bands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not/remote, certain not dubious 
const.tutional laws that those power shall vot 
be abused. * 

It will bardly be disputed by men of can- 
donr aud expérience that there are certain 
requisites indispensably necessary to the 
security and efficiency of all just governments 
the most-mportant of which I believe to be, 
freedom and security against wroog. Now I 
think you will readily admit) that most 
civilized governments have succeeded preity 
well in securing the people against wrong 
from each other; but to secure them by laws 
against wroag from the government itself, i- 
& problem of « far more difficult sort, which 
few nations since the commencement of gov- 
eroments bave attempted to dolve.. But. it is 
a problem upon the solution of which depends 
the freedom and security of every existing 
nation against oppression and peculation,and 
which from its importance commends itse f to 
tbe anxious and jmpartial consideration of ali 
men who are desirous of rendering permanent 
service to mankind 

That it is not, the business of those who 
govern to compel public opinion to follow 
them. but that it is their duty to follow pub- 
lic opinion, is a Sanon of my political creed. 
Unfurtunately the prac ice of those who have 
governed this colony, has been, both by 
precept and example to think differently, but 
the day is not fat distant when the predictions 
of the advocates of justice and of reason ghall 
be verified,—when the unjust and barbarous 
laws which disfranchised so many intelligent 
and worthy citizens shall exist only as evi- 
dence of the biotry, and sordid ignorance 
of those from whom they emanated,—wheo 
the promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of arts aod 
science, the diffusion of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

Learnestly trust that with the advantages 
afforded by Confederation and Responsible 
Government out popular representatiqes may 
eo far ignore local issues as to jaithfully and 
permanently reform the bad legisla; 
tion of the past, had by a comprehensive and 
literal policy, inaugurate a new era in our 
political history and insure the prosperity aod

ination. 


Epitor Sraxparo.—The annual school 
fete took place on Salt Spring Island on Thurs- 
day last the 2d inst., aud was as usual com- 
pletely successful. This gathering is 
deservedly held both by the residents on the 
islaud, aod their neighbors in Cowichan, to 
be an event full of interest, and nevertailingly 
productive of profit and pleasure to all who 
witness or participate in the exercises of the 
day. Notwithstanding the busy season, the 
distance between the settlements and the 
difficulty of transit, a party to the number of 
twenty-two persons came from the sister set- 
tlment of Cowichan to| see and hear the 
children acquit themselves of their tasks and 
to take part in the general amusement. The 
fact that the people of the}wo districts frater- 
nize ag they do, is worthy of notice as indi- 
caiing, @ socisl relatiodship agreeable in 
itself, umd likely to lead to p.easant and 
profiteble results, especially as under the 
oew regime, their interests are to be more 
thau ever uuited and they have to work to- 
gether for each others mutual benefit. The 
seitiement of Salt Spriog Island, although 
small and isolated, can boast of a school 
they may well be proad of; and other aod 
larger places might pardonably envy them 
tur.. The examination fully demonstrated 
that even in the backwoods a school based on 
& proper system, and conducted by an able 
sod accomplished teacher may be made to 
work wanders. The exercises, consisting 
chiefly of music, essays and rhetoric were 
marvelously «wel performed, some of the 
children displayed the andoubted original 
talent, white all showed the careful and 
skillful band of the master to bave been 

used ip a discerning and careful mancer in the 
guidance of bis pupil’s studirs. A specimen 
of what may be, as well as ot what hag been 
done, ie-shown in the pefson of ao Indian 
girl, who, less than two years ago was taken 
trom the camp at Chemainus and placed at 
school op Salk. Spring Ieland, Unable when 
sepurated first from ber race to speak ought 
but her native tongue, she can now aiter 
only twenty'months training speak English 
fucntly, aud write it well. She is well ad- 
vanced in arithmetic, geograpby,. etc., and 
during the exercises ou Thursday she read 
an essay—ber own eomposition—subject, 
** Give us a chance,"’ in which she alluded to 
ber own primitive condition, aud that ot her 
race, referred to the ancient state of the 
ancestors of the present representatives of 
civilizes bymauity, aod ina torcible manner 
claimed that other races now considered 
inferior, reqaire but the essential aid of edu- | 
cation, and an equal chance with others, to 
show that they can bold their own ina eredit- 
able manner, Among the many objects to 
attract the attention aad arouse the wonder 
of the spectator, there was none so prominent 
during the day as this interesting fndian girl 

who has been so well treated by the Salt 

spring Islanders, and who bag bad so. satis- 

factorily repaid them for their attention and 

kindness. Country people are proverbial for 
their generous treatment of strangers and 
genera! hospitality, so that the cordial recep- 

tion all visitors experience at the bands of 
the seitlers is only, perhaps, to be taken asa 
matter of course, but it is none the less plea- 
sent on that account, 

It is only just to the parents of the children 
to say that no small amount of credit on 
account of the success of the school is due to 
them, they seem eo thoroughly to enter into 
the spirit of the matter,and render the teacher, 
Mr. Jones, (in whom they place implicit 
confidence), all the assistance in their power. 
All alike, parents, teacher and scholars, are 
proud of their school, they seem determined 
to make it a model affair, and having their 
whole hearts in the matter, they will undoubi- 
edly bave no trouble in accomplishing Abeir 
aim. 

At the clese of the examination, Messrs. 
Morley, J. P., Skinner, Smithe, Beaumont and 
Lomas make short addresses, and all agreed 
in-complimenting the scholars, and passing 
eulogiums on the entire proceedings. The 
display of good things provided for refresh- 
ments was something formidable, sheep and 
pigs were roasted on the ground whole, and 
the array of fancy nic-nacs suggested a dearth 
of such things in Victoria, for one wou'd 
fancy that every confectioner’s and baker's 
store in the colony must bave been emptied to 
garnish the tables at Salt Spring. That

Their chief 
difficulties bave been want of communication 
with the ontside world and repeated and 
lengthened droughis. Commander Dennis- 
toun and bis crew were the first strangets the 
colonists had seen for 20 months; and to 
reach Buenos Ayres, an unknown. track ot 
country 200 miles- long has to be traversed. 
The result of this|'was that the whole colony 
bad been for 10 months without any descript- 
ion of groceries, and during this period they 
had to live chiefly on bread, butter aod milk 
and what guanaco and ostrich meat they 
could obtein by butting. Proper agricsltur- 
al implenrents are also ® great want of the 
colonists. In this matter of. communication 
they have been -pecoliarly unfortunate, for 
twige vessels used for this purpose were 
wrecked. But little saceess has attended 
the agricultural operations of the colonists, 
their wheat crops ave generally ‘been very 
poor. Atone period; this long series of 
mishaps had thoroughly discouraged them— 
so much so that they kinea some of their 
cattle, destroyed their houses, and set out in 
aquestofa more promising home. After 
some time however, they again retarned to 
their original settlemént in the Chupat River. 
There they now are; and notwithstanding all 
they have had to go ‘sbrough they are, the 
despatch informs us, ‘“‘in excellent health 
and spirits,”’ aad “not one individpal exe 
pressed a wish,to leave the colony.” If the 
difficulty of communication were once over- 
come, the prospects of the colony would be, 
ou the whole, favourable.
